Appointment as People's) 
Counsel Is Withdrawn 
After Conference. 


L.A. DENT SUGGESTED 
AS POSSIBLE CHOICE 


J. W. Childress Also Under 
Fire; Dougherty and 
Taliaferro to Appear. 


The nomination of Blaine Mallan to 
be people’s counsel of the public utili- 
ties commission was withdrawn by the 
President yesterday. No explanation 
was given in the message to the Sen- 
Neither 
was there any intimation as to who 
would be appointed in his place. 

Strong opposition had developed to 
Mr. Malian, largely based on the ‘fact 
that he was given a place for which or- 
ganized citizens had indorsed William 
McK. Clayton and also on the grounds 
that he was not, because of his con- 
nections, fitted for the position. There 
was serious doubt as to whether his ap- 
pointment would have gotten Out Of the 
Senate District committee at this sés- 
sion. 

Withdrawal by the President, how- 
ever, followed the publication of a 
three-year-old charge of driving while 
drunk against Mr. Mallan and the fact 
that the District committee was to take 
formal notice of it. 

This matter was discussed at a con- 
ference in the morning between the 
President and the Attorney General. 
Representatives. of the Attorney Gen- 
@ral’s office also conferred with Mr. 


Childress Also Under Fire. 


Mr. Malian last night, while declining 
to make a statement. said that the gen- 
eral situation brought about by his 
appointment and the opposition to him 
had been discussed and that it was de- 
cided that under the‘circumstances his 
effectiveness as people’s counsel had 
been hurt. 

Whether the withdrawal of his ap- 
pointment will serve to lessen the op- 
position which has been developing to 
J. W. Childress as a member of tne 
utilities commission is problemaz:ical. 
B. F. Adams, the other appointee 10: 
the commission, has come in for some 
of the apparently general criticism 
against the “secrecy” in which local ap- 
pointments are made, but Mr. Childress’

Strangely enougk, though, the mem- 
bers of the House and Senate District 
committees have made known repeat- 
edly that they created the office of 
people’s counsel exactly to fit Mr. Clay- 
ton or one of his type of mind. Enmity 
toward certain existing conditions in 
local utility operations was, from the 
committee members’ point of view, an 
asset rather than a liability. The peo- 
ple’s counsel, they point out, was not 
intended to be unbiased in utility mat- 
ters as are the members of the com- 
mission. The latter sit in a judicial 
capacity, it is explained, but the 
people’s counsel was to be entirely 
separate and to be just what the name 
implies. He was to represent the pub- 
lic viewpoint not only before the com- 
mission, but before tke courts.

PROGRESSIVES JOIN 
DEMOCRATS IN VETO 


First Time Administration Has | 


‘Been Unable to Obtain 30 
Votes; Third Rejection.

The Senate yesterday by a vote of 
49 to 28 refused to accept the nomina- 
tion of President Coolidge or the in- 
dorsement or Senator David A. Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, in behalf of Cyrus E. 
Woods, of Pennsylvania, for a place on 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The vote in opposition to confirma- 
tion, only one greater than the total 
rolled up against Fran.: L. Smith, of 
Illinois, earlier in the week, was of 
much the same character. Democratic 
veto of the chief executive’s selection 
nearly was unanimous. Progressive 
Republicans voted virtually their solid 
strength with the minority and a half 
a dozen or so Republicans, who had 
local reasons for their position, made 
up the total. 

The President’s wishes were regard- 
ed only by the ‘“regui@r’’ Republicans 
and not more than three Democrats. 
It was the third occasion on which a 
major Coolidge appointment has failed 
to meet with the “advice and consent 
of the Senate,” but the first instance 
in which the supporters of the PreSi- 
dent have been unable to summon at 
least 30 votes. Charles B. Warren was 
beaten twice for Attorney General. Each 
time there were 39 votes for him. Once 
the opposition was 41 and the next 
time 46. 

The failure of a.man, thrice nomi- 
nated for diplomatic posts and accepted 
in such roles by the Senate, to obtain 
confirmation for a post in the executive 
branch of the government emphasizes 
to a degree the manner in which the 
Senate as at present constituted can 
and will override the wishes of the 
President whenever it sees fit.

Browning's Witnesses Recount Wife’s Departure as 
Case Opens at Carmel—Trial to Resume 
at White Plains Today. 


Carmel, N. Y., Jan. 24 (By A: P.).— 
The first act of Edward W. Browning’s 
separation suit trial against his wife, 
the former Frances (‘‘Peaches’’) Heenan, 
closed here today, the stage deserted 
and all the property men bound south 
for a new “opening” at White Plains, 
N. Y., to which Justice Seeger ordered 
it transferred. The main street of Car- 
mel, which at 10 o’clock in the morning 
was black with automobiles, sleighs, 
photographers, reporters and farmers, 
was tonight a single ribbon of beaten 
snow, with nobody on it. 

At White Plains, however, technical 
men were busy installing wire loops, 
phone*’and telegraph circuits for the 
continuing army of press representa- 
tives. And the courtroom there is 
scheduled to open at 10 a. m., when 
for the second time Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Seeger will conduct the trial, this 
time in the town and jurisdiction pre- 
ferred by Mrs. Browning. 

In 35 minutes today Mr. Browning, 
51-year-old New. York real estate man 
and plaintiff, ended his case, charging 
that the high school girl he married 20 
miles east of here in April, 1926, “‘will- 
fully abandoned” him in October the 
same year. She is now 16, 

He used two witnesses—his chauf- 
feur, Edward F. Carney, and his secre- 
tary, John T. Gormon—and did not 
personally take the stand. 

Carney testified that he moved Mrs. 
Browning’s trunk from Mr. Browning’s 
Kew -Gardens home on Long island to 


the home of Mrs. Browning’s mother, 


Mrs. Catherine Heenan. ‘He said the 
move was ordered by Mrs. Heenan, from 
whom he took orders, although em- 
ployed by Browning. 

He told of the telephone conversation 
which Browning called to him to 
“listen in” to when Mrs. Heenan is 
said to have declarea her daughter 
“through” with the real estate man. 
Both Mrs. Browning and her mother 
had likewise said they were through, 
“sick and tired,”’ and “would never go 
back,” the chauffeur testified. 

John T. Gorman, secretary to Brown- 
ing since September, 1925, testified that 
in October he had been called to the 
telephone in Browning's eal estate of- 
fice on Seventy-second street one cay 
and told to “listen to this.”’ 

He said on the extension he heard 
Browning ask to speak to his wife, 
and Mrs. Heenan said that Mrs. Brown- 
ing did not desire to speak to her hus- 
band, and that, besides, “Peaches” was 
through. 

After a short examination by Eps<ein, 
the two witnesses were dismissed, and 
Browning’s counsel rested. 

John W. Mack, representing Browning, 
Chen rested his case having presented 


all asserted “harmless” testimony which 
he said he wished to offer. 

The first motion of the day was made 
by Henry Epstein, of Mrs. Browning’s

TEST OF PROMIBITION 


AT HANDS OF VOTER 
[9 URGED IN SENATE 


Wadsworth, Bruce and 
Edge Lead Attack 
on Dry Law. 


READY FOR BATTLE, 


IS REPLY BY WILLIS 


Abstaining Senators Would 
Not Fill Taxicab, Asserts 
Marylander. 


Opponents of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volétead act embarked 
yesterday upon the most determined 
offensive in which they have engaged 
since they adopted logic rather than 
invective as the weapon with which to 
fight. 

The new method of attack, although 
it lacked the fire of some of the former 
onslaughts, left in the Senate record 
many unchallenged statements and un- 
answered questions for which no plum- 
ed knight of prohibition appeared. It 
presented without reply a picture of 
conditions brought about by the effort 
“dry” law that were 
classed as conducive of hypocrisy and 
destructive of the national respect for 
law. 

It left the “drys” to answer why, if 
they felt so confident of the outcome, 
they objected to an appeal to the 
people on the question, and made up 
altogether. the least satisfactory day 
that the prohibitionists in the Senate 
have had since the amendment and 
the statute became operative. 


Wadsworth Leads Assault. 


Senator James W. Wadsworth, of New 
York, led the assault with a temperate 
prepared speech advocating repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, in which 
he asked pointedly whether any United 


government such violations of the law 
as has come to his notice and stamped 
prohibition as a failure because it had 
been found impossible to “drive people 
in a matter of this kind.” 


He was supported by Senator Walter 


E. Edge, of New Jersey, who granted 
that a vote in Congress on any phase 
of modification would fail, but called 
attention to the apparent diversity of 
opinion among the voters on the sub- 
ject and asked that Congress pave the 
way for State determination or permit 
a national referendum. | 

During the same discussion Senator 
William C. Bruce, of Maryland, chal- 
lenged the position of those senators 
who vote “dry,” but “wet” in their 
habits, intimating that all those who 
are sincere would not fill a taxicab. 

An added touch was the introduction 
of bill by Senator Edward I. Edwards, 
of New Jersey, making the placing of 
poisonous ingredients in alcohol a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of 
$1,000 or six months to one year im- 
prisonment. 

Senator Frank B. Willis, of Ohlo, 
was the sole prohibition proponent, 
who, in a fragmentary way, rose to the 
defense of the cause. He neither at- 
tacked nor denied the many expres- 
sions of prohibition’s failure cited by 
Senator Wadsworth, but rather praised 
the character of his address. He ex- 


pressed a willingness to meet a test of 
strength on the prohibition question, 
at any time, and devoted the major 
portion of his remarks to a cross-fire

Supplementary Estimates for 
1928 Municipal Budget 
Total $1,814,540. 


Choice between the commission on 
public buildings on the one hand and 
the District commissioners supported 
by the bureau of the budget, on the 


other, was put up to Congress yester- 


day when the commissioners submit- 
ted supplemental estimates totaling 
$1,814,540 in connection with the 1928 
municipal budget. The item of princi- 
pal interest was a request for $750,000 
to purchase a site for an addition to 
the District building in the block ad- 
joining the present structure on the 
south, and $250,vv0 with which to start 
construction. : 

Several weeks ago the commissioners 
asked the commission on public build- 
ings, of which Senator Reed Smoot is 
chairman, to approve the location while 
assigning sites within the _ triangle 
bounded by Pennsylvania avenue, 
Fifteenth street and the Mall, where 
the government’s $50,000,000 program 
will be centralized. 

The commission turned a deaf ear 
to the proposal and suggested that the 
Southern Railway building, at Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Thirteenth street, 
be condemned for additional District 
offices. The commissioners then asked 
the bureau of the budget if purchase 
of the Southern Railway building would 
conflict with the financial nian of the 
President. In the meantime high 
officials of the railroad said if forced 
to surrender the structure that housed 
headquarters of their company they 
would remove their main office from 
the District. It employes 2,000 clerks. 
The bureau of the budget replied that 
the purchase would conflict with the 
President’s fiscal projects. 


Ask Funds ior Buildings. 


The commis’ oners were faced with 
the necessity of expansion. It is im- 
possible t/ build additional stories on 
the presént building.

The 
following items aiso appear among the 
supplemental estimates: 

To buy land fora sixteen-room build- 
ing to replace the old Bell and Randall 
schools, $275,000; furniture for the 
District jail, $14,900; salaries, District 
Supreme court, $15,000; salaries, Court 
of Appeals, $11,500, and personal serv- 
ice to man the new wing of the jail, 
$13,140. . 

Along with the supplemental esti- 
mates the commissioners also trans- 
mitted to Congress the regular 1927 
deficiency bill, as distinguished from 
the urgent deficiency bill now pending 
before the House. Its items total 
$663,781.56, and include: 

For the support of indigent insane 
at St. Elizabeths hospital, $250,000; 
$55,000 for the public utilities com- 
mission to make investigations in con- 
nection with gas and telephone con- 
troversies; $35,000 to open a street near 
the baseball park; $50,000 for improve- 
ment of public school grounds; $40,000 
for the board of public welfare for care 
of dependent children, and $80,000 for 
repair of suburban roads.

Grant Offers House Group 
Suggestion to Solve Site- 
Purchasing Tangle. 


SAYS LACK OF SOLUTION 
BLOCKS BUILDING PLANS 


Committee Hears More of 
Condemnation Juries and 
Market Site. - 


A board of appraisers to fix values 
on property was recommended as 
solution of the park and school site 
tangle by Lieut. Col. U. 8. Grant 3d, 
director of public buildings and parks, 
before the House District investigating 
subcommittee last night. Col. Grant 
suggested this plan as a way out of 
the difficulty in which the District 
commissioners and the National Cap- 
ital park and planning commission 
have found themselves because of the 
law that they can not pay more than 
25 per cent above assessed valuation 
for any school or park site. 

The board would be composed of 
five members, the assistant tax as- 
sessor, representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the park commis- 
sion and two. residents appointed by 
the commissioners. The board’ would 
appraise a stipulated’ number of par- 
cels. of property, 50 or more, for ex- 
ample, and the tax assessor either 
could revise their figures or accept 
them for his valuation. 

Then no government official would 
be permitted to pay more than 20 per 
cent above the assessed valuation. Such 
valuations. Col. Grant pointed out, 
would be up to date. Without some re- 
lief from present conditions, he told 
the committee, the park and school- 
building programs will be blocked. 

Representative Gibson, of Vermont, 
chairman; Houston, of Delaware, and 
Hammer, of North Carolina, thought 
well of the proposal, and asked Fred G. 
Coldren, secretary of the park commis- 
sion, to draft a bill embodying the 
plan. 

Tells of Condemnation Juries. 


J. H. Johnson, jr., of Barber & Ross, 
and chairman of the jury commission 
which has to do with panels for con- 
demnation juries, explained the com- 
mission’s functions in connection with 
the committee’s inquiry into local real 
estate operations. Johnson said clerks 
of the court prepare the box with an 
unlimited number of eligible jurors 
and when the court calls for a jury the 
commissions draws fifteen from the box 
and submits them to the court, from 
which it may make a selection of three 
or five, as the case may be. 

Representatives Hammer and Gibson 
pressed him as to why the names of 
Herbert T. Shannon, Clarence Donohoe 
and other prominent real estate men 
appeared so often on the juries. He 
said it probably came about in the se- 
lection by the court from the fifteen 
names submitted by the commission. 
At the conclusion of his testimony 
Gibson told him he had been a very 
frank witness. 

W. I. Swanton, of the citizens ad- 
visory council, told of the council’s 
preference for the midcity site for the 
new farmers’ market. A. J. Driscoll, 
president of, the Midcity Citizens as- 
sociation, was asked by Gibson to ascer- 
tain for what price the necessary prop- 
erty could be bought in that section. 
Driscoll said he was confident it could 
be obtained for less than the $600,000, 
the amount asked by the commission- 
ers. 

The committee is scheduled to meet 
again tonight.

oner William H. Thompson, of Cape 
May, following the alleged bungling of 
the case by State police. 


Coroner Thompson announced last 
night that he and county investigators, 
who have been assigned to the case, 
would “see the investigation through 
to the finish.” An inquest will be held 
in Cape May this afternoon at.2 o’clock. 

Developments, which are looked upon 
as of the utmost importance, were un- 
covered yesterday by investigators in 
Washington. 

It was discovered that the duplicate 
of the baggage check heretofore 
thought to have been issued to Miss 
Clarke in the name of “M. 8S. Carey” is 
not in the handwriting of Miss Clarke. 


Intended Going to Atlantic City. 


It also was learned that Miss Clarke 
intended going to Atlantic City, where 
she had resided nearly all last year, 
when she left the Grace Dodge hotel 
here about 2:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon of January 13. At that time Miss 
Clarke was declared to have worn many 
jewels and as having had considerable 
funds. When her body, was discovered, 
it had been stripped of. jewels and her 
money was missing, except 55 cents. 

The mysterious “blonde woman” who 
talked with Miss Clarke for more than 
an hour while on the train from Cam- 
den to Cape May, January 14, is still 
in Wildwood, N. J., railroad detectives 
believe. They have ascertained this 
woman bought a roundtrip ticket be- 
tween Camden and Wildwood, with 
stopover privileges for 17 days. The 
return ticket has not been used. 

Detectives believe this woman holds 
the key to the visit of Miss Clarke to 
Cape May. 

Miss Clarke is said to have made two 
telephone calls at the Mayflower hotel, 
tarfuary 10 and 11. Investigators be- 
lieve they establish the purpose of Miss 
Mlarke’s visit to this city, to visit 
friends. One of Miss Clarke’s friends 
had moved and the other was in Miami, 
Fla., at the time. 

The “little brown satchel” which is 
believed to have contained ‘valuables 
and which  trainmen noticed was 
guarded carefully by Miss Clarke on her 
trip from Camden to Cape May, was 
also seen in Washington, by hotel 
officials. Miss Clarke checked her other 
baggage but always, as far as is known, 
kept the satchel in her immediate pos- 
session. 


“NOT GUILTY” PLEA MADE 


e 

Two more moves were made in the 
criminal phases of the oil lease case 
yesterday in the criminal division of 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
court. 

One move was to set for trial for 
March 7 the case of Harry F. Sinclair, 
oil magnate of New York, who was in- 
dicted on a charge of violating section 
102 of the revised statutes in connec- 
tion with his refusal to answer cer- 
tain questions propounded by the Sen- 
ate committee on public lands and sur- 
veys. 

The other move was to postpone, at 
least until April 25, the trial of Sin- 
clair and Albert B. Fall, former Sec- 
retary of the Interior, on an indict- 
ment charging conspiracy to defraud 
in connection with the leasing of Tea- 
pot Dome naval oil reserve to Mr. Sin- 
clair’s Mammoth Oil Co. The con- 
spiracy case was set for February 2, 
but owing to the illness of Mr. Fall, his 
counsel, William E. Leahy and Mark 
Thompson, asked that the trial be put 
off until Mr. Fall is well enough to stand 
the trip from El Paso, Tex., to Wash- 
ington, and, the strain of the trial. 

Fall has been ill at El Paso since 
December 27. According to the affi- 
davits presented by Leahy and signed 
by Dr. H. T. Safford and Dr. Hugh 
Crouse, both of El Paso, who were 
vouched for by Dr. E. B. Rogers, head 
of the medical association of El Paso 
county. Fall is suffering from the 
after effects of pneumonia of the in- 
fluenzial type which is further com- 
plicated by low blood pressure and 
general weakness. 

Drs. Safford and Crouse both stated 
that Fall would not be well enough to 
come to Washington until May, but 
the date of April 25 was agreed upon 
by Owen J. Roberts, special counsel 
for the government and by counsel for 
Fall. Leahy and Thompson both in- 
formed Justice William Hitz that they 
wanted the trial over as soon as pos- 
sible. United States Attorney Peyton 
Gordon offered no objection to the 
new date for the Fall-Sinclair trial. 

Sinclair was arraigned om the con- 
tempt indictment and pleaded not 
guilty. By agreement between his 
counsel, George P. Hoover and Martin 
W. Littleton, and counsel for the gov- 
ernment, the date of March 7 was set 
for trial on the contempt indictment.

Arguments were begun this morning 
after Judge James R. Hamilton had 
charged the jury, leaving four courses 
| open—acquittal, conviction of murder 
or manslaughter or a hung Jury. 

Each side was allotted six hours for 
argument and it appeared probable 
that the case would go to the jury late 
tomorrow. 

The death penalty was demanded by 
John: E. Shelton, of Austin, special 
prosecutor, in opening for the State. 

“When Norris stood in what he calls 
his pulpit and talked the next day 
after he murdered Chipps, he defiled 
the name not only of his church but 
the name of Jesus about whom. Norris 
professes to teach,” declared Shelton. 

Norris wept silently during his_ar- 
raignment at the hands of Shelton. 
“You have heard testimony from wit- 
ness after witness that Chipps was 
drunk” said Shelton. “The defense 
would have you believe it was open 
season in Fort Worth on men who 
tcok liquor.” 

Opening for the defense, Attorney 
Marvin Simpson assailed the “hired 
private prosecutors for the State.” He 
referred to the attorneys employed by 
Mayor H. C. Meacham of Fort Worth 
to press the murder charge against Dr. 
Norris. 

“If you men are in doubt as to the 
reason why Dr. Norris took the life of 
Chipps to protect his family, who is 
EaLueree about‘him, to save his own 
life, which he holds dear, I ask you to 
go to your Bibles.” 

The Fort Worth pastor, whose trial 
was brought here on a change of venue, 
was surrounded by friends*when court 
opened today, and he explained that a 
number of them, fearing a demonstra- 
tion against him, had obtaixed per- 
mission from court balifis to sit within 
the rail. Fred D. Holland, a former 
Fort Worth policeman, and a number 
of members of Dr. Norris’ church, 
formed the little circle around him. 

The arguments are expected to lust 
until tomorrow afternoon. 

The chief point in Judge James R. 
Hamilton’s charge was on “apparent 
danger.” He explained that the ques- 
tion of whether Norris was in apparent 
danger of his life should be viewed 
from the standpoint of how the circum- 
stances appeared to the defendant. He 
declared that the defendant was not 
bound to retreat, but under the law 
had a right to stand and defend him- 
self if attacked. 

Judge Hamilton gave the’ jury the 
usual instructions on self-defense and 
reasonable doubt, explaining that if it 
had a reasonable doubt as to the de- 
fendant’s guilt it should acquit. 

He also instructed the jury to view 
the offense from the standpoint of the 
defendant as regards apparent danger 
and said that if the defendant reason- 
ably believed he was in immediate 
danger of loss of life, the fact that the 
slain man was not armed was imma- 
terial.

He was 
pardoned in 1893 and exonerated in 
1901, and was attached to the ministry 
of war as artillery expert. Turpin also 
invented a_ self-propelling shell en- 
cowed with a rotary movement, but it 
was rejected by French artillery experts 
as impractical.

SWEEPING WEY 
OF PATRONAGE HELD 


LIKELY BY OENATE 


Action Anticipated After Nor- 
ris’ Committee Urges In- 
vestigation of Charges. 


RESOLUTION APPROVED 
BY HARRIS, OF GEORGIA 


Ernst, Kentucky, Fights Sub- 
stitute, Saying Study 


Should Be Restricted. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Out of the repeated charges of the 
sale of Federal patronage by officials 
of the Republican party organization 
in-the South is likely to come a gen- 
eral Senate investigation covering the 
whole country and all political par- 
ties. 


Such an inquiry was recommended 
to the Senate yesterday by the judiciary 
committee by an overwhelming major- 
ity and prompt action on the resolu- 
tion, sponsored by Senator Norris (Re- 
publican), Nebraska, the committee 
chairman, is anticipated. 

The Norris resolution was in the na- 
ture of a substitute for those offered 
by Senator Harris (Democrat), Georgia, 
and Senator Ernst (Republican), Ken- 
tucky. Harris’ measure proposed an in- 
vestigation of specific charges of sale 
of patronage in his own and other 
States south of the Mason and Dixon 
line, but he said the Norris substi- 
tute was entirely satisfactory. 

Senator Ernst’s resolution would 
have broadened the inquiry suggested 
by the Georgia senator to include in- 
vestigation of what has been referred 
to frequently in Senate debate as the 
disfranchisement of the great major- 
ity of the negroes in the South.

The Norris resolution does not go 
as far as Senator Ernst would have 
had the Senate go. Besides ordering the 


investigation by the judiciary com- 
mittee, if would direct that committee 
to report to the Senate what laws had 
been violated if it should be establish- 
ed that patronage had been sold and 
also to recommend appropriate legis- 
lation were it found that there exsists 
no specific statute govering the situa- 
tion. 

Senator Ernst vigorously opposed the 
Norris substitute in the committee and

The Kentuckian then urged that the 
committee be restricted in its investi- 
gation to specific charges that might 
be laid before it by responsible per- 
sons, but this likewise was rejected by 
vote. Then the senator offered his own 
resolution, and that likewise was de- | 
feated. He told the committee prema 
the country was getting tired of ‘“‘snoop- 
ing” by Senate committees.

Sation, by way of being a monologue 
seemingly written for Frank McCor- 
mack, who plays the title role. 

As a title, “Uncle Dan” would have 
been just as good as “The Wild Man of 
Borneo;’’ perhaps better. Certainly, it 
would not lead an audience to expect 
so much and get so little wildness. As 
it turns out, the wild man is rather 
tame theatricals; though it has the 
basic element of comedy. 

There is here the germ of an un- 
usual and amusing, if not a great idea. 
Into a New York theatrical boarding 
house breezes J. Daniel Thompson 
with his niece, Mary. Old Uncle Dan, 
a trooper born, has just settled the 
girl’s estate, selling a combination cigar 
store and pool room to a young Wheel- 
ing boy, head over heels in love with 
Mary.

On the eve of hearings by the House 
military committee on bids for Muscle 
Shoals, Congress yesterday received a 
bill embodying a new offer by the 
American Cyanamid Co,, of New York. 

The measure, sponsored by Represen- 
tative Madden (Republican), Illipdéis, 
would provide for a 50-year lease of 
the properties to the Air Nitrates Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary to be created by 
the Cyanamid Co. Four per cent in- 
terest on the government’s expendi- 
tures since May 31, 1922, would be 
paid, and it is estimated that this 
would amoratize, if continued 100 years, 
its entire investment. 

This bid would provide for govern- 
ment construction of Dam No. 3 at a 
cost of $32,500,000, and also for con- 
struction of Cove Creek dam at a cost 
of $25,000,000, either by the govern- 
ment or the corporation. 

Fertilizer production would be the 
prime function of the corporation, with 
provisions for government manufacture 
of nitrates in time of war. The fer- 
tilizer would be sold under supervision 
of a farm board to be appointed by the 
President, with Senate approval, from 
the membership of principal farm or- 
ganizations. 

Production would be on a scale of 
10,000 tons of nitrogen and 40,000 tons 
of fertilizer plant food for the first two 
years and would be increased gradually 
to a maximum of 48,000 tons of nitro- 
gen, dependent upon whether the gov- 
ernment or the corporation constructs 
ae Cove Creek dam 
; Mr. Madden indorsed the new bid as 
“better” than the Henry Ford offer, and 
Chester Gray, Washington representa- 
tive of the American Farm Bureau fed- 
eration, said in a statement that it was 
“the answer to the power trust’s pro- 
posal to take over Muscle Shoals.’

THE NATION’S CANDY BILL. 


Some measure of the size of the nation’s 


sweet. tooth may be obtained from a report 
| recently issued by the Department of Com- 


merce to‘the effect that establishments en- 
gaged primarily in the manufacture of con- 
fectionery and salted nuts produced goods val- 
ued at more than $380,000,000 during 1925. 
This represents an increase of some 4 per cent 
over, the value indicated in the previous survey 
covering the year 1923. Chocolates were pro- 
duced to a value of nearly $103,000,000. More 
than $63,000,000 worth of bar candy and about 
half that much hard candy passed into the 
hands and mouths of the ultimate consumer. 
Furthermore, the American public passed over 
the counter more than $12,000,000 for salted 
nuts of one. kind or another. Be 
Based on a population of 120,000,000, every 
individual in the country should have con-

containers, they paid $205,000,000. 
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sumed about two and a half pounds of choco- 
lates during 1925, besides almost as much bar 
candy, a little more than a pound and a half 
of*hard candy, about half a pound of pan 
goods and approximately a quarter of a pound 
of salted nuts.

PARACHUTE IMPROVEMENT. 


The Collier air trophy, awarded annually 
“for the greatest achievement in aviation in 
America, the value of which has been demon- 
strated by actual use during the preceding 
year,’’ has been won for 1926 by Maj. E. lL. 
Hoffman, of the army air service, for the out- 
standing part he has played in the develop- 
ment of the parachute. Maj. Hofiman ‘entered 
the army in 1909 after attending Washing- 
ton-university and the University of Utah. Ing 
1911 he was commissioned a second lieutenant, 
and in 1917, with the rank of captain, he en- 
tered the air service. Almost immediately he 
became interested in safety devices. 

Development of the parachute extended 
from 1919 to 1924, and during all the years 
of dangerous experimental work not a life was 
lost. Army records show that 26 lives have 
been saved by the device, which, incidentally, 
has been adopted as standard equipment in 
the air service of more than a dozen foreign 
countries. 

To the general public, trying to develop its 
nerve to the extent of accepting the airplane as 
a mode of everyday travel, the parachute is 
the most important piece of equipment of all. 
The average citizen feels that if an automobile 
or train breaks down, he can get out and walk, 
or that if a steamship springs a leak, he can 
take. a lifeboat, with reasonable assurance 
of being saved. The airplane, however, is 2 
piece of machinery which holds the life of the 
passenger in the balance. If anything goes 
Wrong, there can be only one result. 

The parachute, lifeboat of the airplane, is 
doing much to erase this fear. “As soon as the 
public realizes that in case of emergency a 
fairly certain means of escape is available, 
more general use of the plane as a means of 
travel will ensue. 

The Collier award was justified not only. be- 
cause of the signal accomplishment in develop- 
ing the parachute to its present high state of 
efficiency, but also because it will serve to cen- 
ter public attention on the device. 


EVERYBODY IN JAIL. 


“Statistics compiled in the prison division,”’ 
says a Department of Justice report, ‘‘show 
that at the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 
1926, there were in the three Federal peni- 
tentiaries 8,759 prisoners. Of this number 
1,837 were sentenced for violation of the pro- 
hibition law.’’ The report also shows that 
“there are eighteen classifications of crimes 
for which figures are given as to the number 
in the prisons, and at the present time the 
largest percentages are those covering viola- 
tions of the drug act and the national pro- 
hibition law.” 

‘No separate figures are given of prisoners 
sentenced for violating the prohibition law 
before 1923. In that year there were 97 pris- 
oners in Federal penitentiaries sentenced for 
violation of the Volstead act. In 1924 there 
were 105; in 1925 the number was 773, and 
on the last day of June, 1926, that number 
was swollen to 1,837. 

With incarcerations increasing eighteenfold 
every four years, it is evident that *within 
fifteen years the number of persons imprisoned 
for violating the Federal liquor law will em- 
brace the entire population of the United 
States. )

in one-fourth cup of lukewarm water 
and work in three cups of flour. Beat 
this mixture thoroughly and set aside 


in a warm place to rise. Cover well to 
prevent a crust from forming, and when 
very light and air bubbles tend to form 
on the top cut down with a silver knife 
and add about two and two-thirds more 
cups of flour. Knead well, return to 
the bowl and let rise again and when 
light cut down:and remove to a floured 
board and knead again thoroughly. 
Then roll your dough out with rolling 
pin until it is about a half inch in 
thickness and cut out with a biscuit 
cutter. Work each piece into a little 
roll in the palm of the hand and place 
the rolls in rows in a buttered pan, 
cover and let rise until light and well 
puffed and then bake in a quick oven 
for from twelve to fifteen minutes. By 
shaping little rolls I do not mean like 
a jelly-roll but to force the center of 
the disk up and out and the edges 
down and together at the bottom like 
a little balloon. Place these in the 
pan with the rounded part up. 

The difficulty with hot bread is 
largely in not knowing when it is light 
and putting it into the oven too soon, 
before air has been drawn into the 
tissue of the bread. Experience alone 
will teach the beginner when bread 
has a “light” look. But be sure that 
the little puffs are well up in the pan, 
and that the dough has a light look 
as though only space were under the 
stretched covering but do not allow 
the rolls to rise in the pan long enough

YOUR INCOME 


NO. 9. 

In computing the tax on earned ‘net 
income, consideration is given the tax- 
payer engaged in trade or business in 
which both capital and personal service 
are material income-producing factors. 
The revenue act of 1926 provides in 
such cases that a “reasonable allowance 
as compensation for personal services” 
shall be considered as earned income. 
Such allowance is not to exceed 20 per 
cent of the taxpayer’s share of the net 
profits of such trade or business. For 
example, a taxpayer received in 1926 
from a business in which both per- 
sonal services and capital are material 
income-producing factors, a net profit 
of $30,000. The 25 per cent credit is 
computed on 20 per cent of $30,000, or 
$6,000. The amount payable is the tax 
on $30,000, less 25 per cent of the tax 
on $6,000. 

The earned income credit is allowed 
members of a partnership, such credit 
applying to the share of the net income 
belonging to each which consists of 
earned income. Where, as in the case 
of an individual taxpayer, capital and 
personal service are both material in- 
come-produce factors, the 20 per cent 
limitation applies. In such cases the 
salaries paid a partner should be added 
to the distributive shares to determine 
the “reasonable allowance for personal 
services.” For example, the “A” part- 
mership, consisting of two members, 
made in 1926 a net income of $40,000. 
Each partner drew during the year a 
salary of $7,000. These salaries should 
be added to the net income, making a 
total of $54,000. Hence $27,000 is the 
distributive share. of each partner. 
Twenty per cent of $27,000 is $5,400. 
Each partner, therefore, is allowed an 
earned net income of $5,400, although 
his salary was $7,000. 

If a partnership business consists 
principally in rendering personal serv- 
ice, the employment of capital not be- 
ing material, but merely incidental, the 
earnings of such partnership are con- 
sidered due primarily to the activities of 
the owners. In such cases the 20 per 
cent limitation does not apply, and the 
entire net income up to $20,000 may be 
treated as earned income when com- 
puting the 25 per cent credit.

Wroxeter, England, Jan. 24 (By A. P.) 
Recent excavations ty Znglish archeolo- 
gists at the site of the Roman town 0! 
Uriconium near this Shropshire village 
have revealed the largest Roman bulld- 
ing yet uncovered in Britain. 

A shattered tablet found near the en- 
trance, when pieced together, revealed 
the place ‘was the forum or market 
place erected by the Emperor Hadrian 
in A. D. 130. 

Numerous other buildings have been 
unearthed, and all show indications 
that the city of Uriconium was de- 
stroyed by fire. The bricks of the an- 
clent walls are so blackened and 
charred that they look as if the con- 
flagration might have Occurred recently 
instead of hundreds of years ago. 

Several ancient skeletons have been 
found, one of these, that of a man, was 
discovered in a “hypocaust” or heating 
chamber for a bath. In his hand was a 
broken box which once contained the 
coins which were scattered around him. 
These coins bore the date A. D. 111. 

Footmarks of. Roman sandals can be 
seen in the soft cement and wellheads 
scored by the lowering of a rope. A 
steel covered spur of a fighting cock, a 
surgeon’s lancet and many other dis- 
coveries give indication that life in

to that of today.

HE etiquette of dinner parties in 

the matter, of seating people is 

often a subject of inquiry. “Do 
husbands and wives sit together? How 
do you manage when you have old 
and young people together? When at 
a restaurant there are sofas against 
the wall, do the ladies all sit together 
and the gentlemen opposite?” 


The general idea in seating people 
is that men and women should alter- 
nate, and, that, if possible, relatives 
should be separated.

At all 
events, that is the object of dinner 
parties, the enjoyment of good food 
in good company.

HE pointer for today is: 
Declarer should not -hold up if. 
he can win the trick and still 
have a stopper left. | 
With three cards and two stoppers 
in the suit originally led, such as Ace- 
King-x or Ace-Queen-x, it is generally 
better to win the first trick, pass the 
second and take the third; rather than 
pass the first and take the second and 
third. There is always a chance—if the 
first be passed—that some other suit 
will be opened in which the Declarer 
may not have two sure stoppers. 


The taking of the first trick is es- 
pecially important when doing. 60 
makes up another stopper in the suit 
and failing to do sd would not. For 
example, suppose Closed Hand (South) 
has Ace-Jack-x and Dummy x-x, that 
West leads a small card and that East 
plays the King; holding- up would limit 
the Declarer to one trick on the suit 
because East. would immediately re- 
turn the lead through South’s Ace- 
Jack; but Declarer, if he won the first 
trick, would have a good chance of 
taking another because his. Jack-x 
probably would be led up to. In this 
case, the usual location of the danger 
hand would be reversed and Declarer 
should plan his campaign with the 
idea of keeping the adverse lead on 
his left, rather than on his right. A 
similar situation would occur with 
a holding of. Jack-x in Dummy’ and 
Ace-Ten-x in.,Closed Hand; or some 
such holding as a singleton Queen in 
Dummy, Ace-Ten-x in Closed Hand, 
and the play of the adverse King by 
Third Hand on Dummy’s Queen. 


There are occasional hands in which 
a Declarer, in order to cinch the game, 
should sacrifice the possibility of win- 
ning a second trick in the suit. Sup- 
pose, for example, he have small cards 
in Dummy and King-Queen-x in Closed | 
Hand; that a small card (not the low- 
est) is led, and that Third Hand play 
the Jack. By winning the trick, he still 
would have the suit stopped against a 
lead from his left, but not if the lead 
should come from the right. If the only 
long suit to be finessed be in Dummy 
(like Ace-Ten-x-x-x there, and Queen- 
Jack-x in Closed Hand), and if mak- 
ing four tricks in that suit would in- 
sure game, the situation would be dif- 
ferent from the general one, and in 
that case Declarer should pass the first

trick, deliberately giving up the hope | 
of a second trick in the adverse suit, | 
so as to exhaust the adversary on his | 
right, before the suit is established. 
Such . cases, however, are rare; as a 
general rule the first trick should be 
won. when it leaves a stopper, even ff 
it be a stopper only should the suit 
be led: by the adversary on the left.

Winter Rhubarb 


Dear Jimmy: Fresh home-grown rhu- 
barb all winter—doesn’t the prospect 
of it literally and figuratively make 
your mouth water? Especially when 


you can have it without any cost ex- 
cept a little digging and the clearing of 
a bit of space in the cellar floor? Yes, 
I thought you and Peg would be in- 
terested in the idea, so I’m jotting 
down the few things you need,to know 
to make the dream come true. 

First and foremost, Jimmy, go out 
to your vegetable garden now and dig 
up several good-sized clumps of rhu- 
barb with the earth still ‘around their 
roots. Set these aside in some shady 
place and cover them lightly with dead 
leaves to keep them from drying out, 
or else water them every day or so to 
effect the same result. In either case, 
let them freeze solid, else they won't 
be of much. use for your purpose. The 
reason for digging them now is to 
avoid the difficulty of getting them 
out of the ground after freezing takes 
place. 

After cold weather has laid a firm 
hand on each clump, bring them down 
into the cellar and plant them in boxes 
filled with earth. Give them all a 
good watering and, soon after they 
have thawed out, you’ll see the new 
growth coming up. In a very few 
weeks there’ll be plenty of crisp, suc- 
culent stalks all ready for cutting.

An en- 
thusiastic audience which filled not 
only: the orchestra comfortably, but 
made brilliant the mezzanine and 
8 boxes as well, was vociferous in ite 
applause of the lytic arias and melodi- 
ous solos with which the opera 
sbounds. 

Official and diplomatic Washington, 
as well as resident society and music 
lovers, were well represented in the 
audience. The production was under 
the management of Edouard Albion, 
general director of the Washington Na- 
tional Opera company. 

“Lakme” is noted for the fact that 
ite prime donna role of soprano is phe- 
nomenally high. Not every coloratura 
singer dare attempt ite flights into the 
realm of the highest notes possible for 
the’ human voice, and therefore the 
success of Mme. Luella Melius, colora- 
tura soprano, formerly of the Chicago 
Civic Opera company, as Lakme, was all 
the more to be commended last night. 

To follow where Patti, Pauline l'Alle- 
mand (who created the role in Amer- 
ica), Melba, Tetrazzini and Galli-Curci 
had blazed a brilliant way might have 
daunted the stoutest operatic heart, but 
not so Luella Melius. 


Marvelous Poise Displayed. 


With confidence and serene belief in 
her own ability, she displayed marvel- 
ous poise and, what is more to the 
point, the voice to compass the intrica- 
cles and strenuous requirements of the 
score. 

This assurance, of course, was born 
‘of her meteoric career as premier color- 
atura in some of the world's leading 
Opera companies, including the Paris 

rand opera, the Chicago Civic, Ravi- 
nia, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Monte 
Carlo, Vienna, Berlin, Budapest Royal, 
Prague, Belgrade Royal, Wiesbaden 

Frankfort State, Leipzig State, 
Madrid Royal, San Carlos in Naples and 
the Costanzi opera in Rome. : 

In her florid passages in trills and 
arpeggios in the extreme upper register 
%§ was notable that Mme. Melius add- 
ed warmth to the usual cold scintil- 
lating beauty of such vocalization, as 


cution. Particularly was this to be 
noticed in the famous Bell song—one 
of the most difficult arias in all music 
—@ staccato fantasia, wherein the voice 
imitated the tinkle of a sweet, high 
silver bell, tones falling faster than 
raindrops. 
It has been well said that in this 
song Delibes showed neither respect 
nor reverence for high notes. He gave 
upper B a shake and then several stac- 
cato raps and even aroused high E, 
“slumbering spirit of the summit,” into 
‘action.. This Bell song can not be 
poorly done. Any prima donna who 
can sing it at all must, perforce, sing 
i¢ well. The spontaneous applause 
which greeted Mme. Melius last night 
at its conclusion proved that she had 
conquered all its imperative demands. 
In vivid contrast to the Bell song was 
the delicate, haunting beauty Mme. 
Melius infused into the almost equally 
attractive but brief Slumber song, in 
which the full richness of ‘her middle 
voice was allowed play. There, too, it 
was firm, smooth and pliant with an 
ulsite timbre which made it a very 
individual voice and one whose echoes 
will linger in the musical memory. 


Raiph Errolle Very Acceptable. 


But Mme. Melius: was by no means 
all of the opera. Ralph Errolle, Met- 
ropolitan Opera tenor, who had his 
first success in “Tales of Hoffmann” 
with the Washington National Opera 
company and also sang in ‘Faust’ with 
that organization and has sung the 
tenor role in “Lakme” in Chicago, was 
cast as Gerald most acceptably last 
night. He had behind him the tradi- 
tions of de Reszke and John McCor- 
mack in the same role as exemplars 
and his portion of the score almost 
matched that of Lakme in difficult 

es. 

His voice was a mellow tenor of 
pleasing quality, good range and well 
controlled and histrionically his per- 
sonality was adapted to the role. He 
gave good account of himself in the 
“Vieni Al Contento Profondo” and in 
the aria long and beautiful whose 
theme is “taking the design of a jewel,” 
and in the Goblet duet with Lakme 
near the conclusion of the opera, nor 
is to be forgotten his part in the love 
duet in which Lakme sang the idyllic 
refrain and the gentle harmonies of 
the Cabin Song. This Cabin song motif 
appeared again in the orchestration 
later on. 

Once more the Washington National 
Opera company chose Wisely in casting 
Ivan Ivanizoff, now a veteran player 
of that organization as Nilakantha, 
father of Kakme, who is a Brahman 
priest. Not only did Mr. Ivantzoff pos- 
sess the voice for the part but he had 
the requisite artistry and knowledge 
of stage business to rank his perform- 
ance second to none last night. He 
stepped into the role as into a well- 
fitting garment and he sustained it 
throughout with finish and distinction. 
Where Ivan Ivantzoff is in a Washing- 
ton National Opera production is very 
nearly the center of the stage, and 
the excellence of his work always wins 
marked attention from the audience,

$999,195 FIRE LOSS 
IN DISTRICT IN 1925 


Represents Increase of 14 Per 
Cent Over 1924: Half of 


Losses by Matches. 


A toll of $999,195 was exacted by 
the ravages of fire in the District dur- 
ing 1925, the sum representing an in- 
crease of 14 per cent in losses over the 
preceding year, according to figures re- 
leased yesterday by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 

In nearly half the losses recorded in 
the District, fire was caused by matches 
or smoking, report indicates. Damage 
from that source totaled $448,897, or 45 
per cent of all losses. Second in im- 
portance among causes were stoves, fur-* 
naces, boilers and their pipes, entailing 
a loss of $57,759. Incendiarism was 
represented as the third most important

| Enraged high school basketball fans 


and players turned the gymnasium at 
the Arcadia, Fourteenth and Park road 
northwest, into a bedlam of flying fists 
following the Central-Western game 
yesterday, and disaster, endangering 
the lives of more than 3,500 spectators, 
mostly students, was narrowly averted.

Police, answering a call made at the 
height of the frenzy, arrived after the 
Arcadia management had cleared the 
auditorium. No injuries were reported, 

The trouble started following one of 
the hardest-fought games in _ local 
scholastic history, which Central won 
by a 88-34 score. 

Capt. George Walker, of Western, 
was standing in back of William 
Crouch, Central guard, when the gun 
announcing the close of the game was 
fired. In registering disgust at the loss 
of the game, Walker threw his arms in 
the air and struck. Croveh im the 


The blow apparently was unin- 
tentional and Walker walked toward 
his team's bench. The Central player 
then bounced the ball off Walker's 
head and the latter turned and at- 
tacked Crouch. 

Players and supporters of both teams 
made a rush for the location of the 
fighting players who were soon sepa- 
rated.
